and theretore may the Pope according tFthe plenicude of his po- 
wer,no longer vſe connmence,when as theſe Arch-hereticks,the 
Saxon andthe Brandenburgher, would throw dow ne into hell,;the 
antiquity and order of the Empire.

* and carthly things haue their Judges, Kings and Princes of the 
« carth; wherefore docſt thou enter vpon other mens uwuriſdii- 
&« 9ns;Wherefore docft thou thruft thy Sickle or Sythe into ano- 
© ther mans Harueſt ? Morcouer,he faith in his cleuenth booke, 
« Dominion was forbiden the Apoſtles, dareſt thou then vie it 
* (4 Lord)the Apoſtleſhip,or an Apoſtolical perſon dominion, 
&« yerily both thelec are forbiden you, if you wil entoy both theſc 
& ztonce, Therefore asketh HeſtienSSr, what ſhall we ſay of that 
* which concerneth che Pope in worldly or temporall affaires ? 
& whereunto he mzketh anſwer, with his Lord Innecentine, that 
&© ynto him,viz.the Pope, it concerned nothing at all. The ſame 
© alſo may be read by John Parienfir, in the tenth Chapter of the 
« power of Kings and Popes. Thus is long agoe told vato chem,

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© but they giue ir noaudience, from hence ariſech the Eng. 
& liſh complaint by Matbew Paris, where hee trearech of 
& Heery the third, That it is ſuthciencly knowne and found, 
&« that the wrath of God is talne vpon che Romiſh Church, 
& becauſe chcir Magiitrate and Regent, doe nor diligently 
« apply chemſclues for the deuorion of the people,nor tor the 
* oayning of ſoules z but to purchaſe Reuenues,and to [rcape

Ocher Nations vſcd very gricuouſly to complaine there- 
of, and that with good reaſon, eſpecially Germany, whofe 
Princes long agoe ſeeking remedy hereof, were not very ac- 
ceptzble, who could neuer ſat!s5he che Romiſh Clergy, with 
riches and digniries : from this vnſatible gulte, allo ariſerh 
thatthey in cthethird Article, deſire to cur oft the conditions 
tor cheir aduantage, which tor the common peace ſake, were 
receiued aboue feauenty yeares lince at Paſſow, Bur it is not 

n the Popes power, nor in the Clergy, to breake that which 
was concluded by a generallCouncell of the States, where the 
Authority of Charles entertauncd, 


Heere followeth the Cenfure vpon the ſecond part, 
which extendeth it ſelte faire larger chen che firit, inregard 
that it not onely thewerh the Cardinaliſh Prince, bur chat 
which lyeth next vader, This atore-{aid part containeth 20. 
Arricles,in which they with the hike provtes doe proceede, as 
yetſcemerh : yet their obie indeede 15{omeriing elſc,uore 
then in the former. [n which it ſeemerh ro be futficient ro Mie 
chael Lonigna : That it the Dake of Bawaria could but be per- 
{waded, that hee would ſceke tor the conſent of the Pope, in 
thoſe d1gnities where he was honoured. In ſuch manner the 
chicteſt Cardinals doe take che reynes of good reafon too too 
long into their hands ; Nay, as Phaeton vpon the Waggon of 
their Auarice,to che great danger ot the world, & more e{pe- 
cially of Germany, doc nde our of the common rout of the 
Popes: lixe aS1t it were a matcer 07 no IMOonMmente,to pronounce 
ſuch an horrible ſenrence of the Tranſport of tag EleGorthip

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of the Palſgrane, and the occaſion thereof : whereof we will 
not now diſpute, and ſo they fall aboord the Prince-EleQors 
of Saxon and Brandenburgh in the behalf of the Rights of the 
EleAtion:what is it elſe bur with thelike Thunderbolr ro daſh 
the beads of the ſacred Empire? they ſay they are Heretickes: 
It is now no time ro enquire after hereſic,burt rather ſoundly 
to diſpute, whether that a Biſhop like as he hath right to ex- 
communicate 2 man for herefie; Whether theretorc he hath 
the power alſo ro rob and {poile a man of his dignities and 
meanes? verily therein is great difference. Chriſt com- 
maunded that the excommunicated ſhould be counted as an 
Heathen or Publicanz but in no place willeth hee that men 
ſhould rob the Heathens or Publicans of their Authority, or 
ſhould ſpoile them of their goods, Chriſt himſelte paid Tole 
vnto the Publicanes, and by his example hath ſhewed vs the 
way what we ſhould doe. The Apoſtles liued vader Heathe- 
niſh Emperours, and were obedient to their lawes: in like 
maner allo were all their Succeſlors : nay the Apoſtles bein 
&* obedient, vſed to pray to God for them : There,ſaith Ter- 
5 izllian in his Analogicin the thirtith Chapter,we inuoke 
«the cternall God for the proſperity of the Emperour, pray - 
&* ing that he may haue a long htc,a peaceatull gowernmenr, 
& an cſtabliſht habitarion,ſtrong Armies, faithtull Councel- 
« lours,and a peaccfull world, When Iulian lett Chriſtianity, 
and berook himſelfe to Heatheniſme,did the Chriſtians then 
derrude him forth of his Empire ? When they heare of this, 
then will they contend with latter examples, {aying, Where- 
tore then may not the Pope, by the ſame right tor hereſie, 
tranſport the dignity,of the Prince-Elettorſhip vnto another, 
fince that Pope Leo the third,for the ſame occahi6 tranſported 
the Empire trom the Grecians vpon the Frazeks? This is that 
Ackilles which fo boaſts in the Colledge of the Cardinals, bur 
yer hee jsnot ſtrong enough to take in our Citic of Elinm; 
They abuſe themſclues exceedingly with this example; firſt 
from the Act of the Pope, they conclude the iuſtneile of the 
ACt,it we may fo driue eur Arguments,there 15 no Act of any 
man 
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man, but it may be found faule withall : they errealſs 
herein, that they athrme chat co be done, w hich was ne- 
ucr done. 

We know it all of vs, that the Empire was tranſported, 
bur withall chat it was done by the counce!l of Rome, as 
alſo all /raly conſented thereunro, either priuatly or pub- 
likely, Of the weſterne people ] will palle oner in {ilence; 
They fay againe that we haue many Writers, which 
make reperition of that which Les did; who denieth 
that; bur they commend Leo, as being one of che chic« 
tcit cittizens, and ſo had the grezecit reſpet of any man 
in che Citty: they commend him alio as being Biſhop ot 
Rome, who with his hands was ro fer vp the crowne, as

acknowledged that the prince EleGors are to be ordat- 
ned by the conſent and voices of the States, and rh1s 15 
by the approbation ot Gregery the 5; hath not the Pope 
Lott his rig he when he contented hereunto? fo rhac here- 
by that auchoritie which the Pope afcriberh co himſelte 
15 quite ouerchrowne, What a number of prootes might 
be produced againit rhis power ot the Pope? yea allo the 
celtimony of principall perſonages, who by reaſon ot 
their learninggare exceed ng tamous, 

Herc tollowerth the thud partywhich talleth very grie- 
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wouſly both with cooth and naile vpon the bodies of all 
thoſe that diſlike the ſentence of the Pope, and that con- 
fiſtech in the chree laſt Armnclcs. 

And krit that 1s rouched which concerneth the e&» 
leftion, that 15, the right of voice is raken frcm the 
Prince Eleftor the Duke of Saxon z vnder this pretext, 
becauſe forlooth the Pope of Keome hath not confirmed 
that dignitie wherwith that tamily for theſe many yeares 
hath been inveſted, nor is it confirmed by the Pope: as 
if chat i]|uſtrious Family had nor been fo wiſe, as neuer 
ro haue required the ſame ot the Pope, It 15 but coo well 
knowne vnto them, that they whom the Pope glorierh 
to haue honoured with the name of Empire or Auther'- 
tie, thar hee caketh away from them the maicitic of au- 
thoricie : ſo that his inveſting may well be called dijro- 
bing , and his crowning a dethroning or depoling, For 
I pray you, of what conſequence 1s the confirmation of 
the Pope vnto thoſe whom he drmes into a bodily teare, 
it he had no temporall power ? Ir 1sfuch as Origen long 
ago vnderſtood ro be, which he raught,as appeareth by 
his writings vpon Mathew, on his eweltth Homily: 
* Among you which are mine,theſe chings ſhall nor beg

Neither doe I de- 
ny that it was with che approbatio ot Pope Gregorythe 5, 
Therefore the temporall dignitie is nut chictely from the 
Pope, for nor the Pope, bur the princes of the Empire

Nicholas Cuſanns in his third booke of the catholicke 
concordance, in the 4, Chap.

Laſtly, the eAriicles v.cre ſealed vp with this Oath, 
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open the Articles,

ris, ſince that he hath confirmed himin thac dignitie; 
nay, that all the Prelates of the Romiſh Church, are 
bound with force of Armes to maintaine the Duke of 
Bawaria : wd yet more, thar all thoſe that are of the 
Romiſh Charch, are bound to bring all cheir force to- 
gether ro maincaine the ſame, So that che Romiſh Cler- 
gic di{daining the prerogative of Kin gp andPrinces,doth 
very boldly determine and decide theſe contronerfies 
which ariſe inche Empire, and chreatneth to force them 
by warre who are not content with the Popes ſentence 
How il{xuourly theſe thinges doe ſure and agree with 
Pope and Clergic of Rome, 1s ſhewed ynto vs 1n that fa» 
mous place of Peter Damianws, who liued in the yeare 
1060, his words in his Letter vnto the Biſhop Firminus 
arc theſe, 
© Like asthe Sonne of God himfelfe did ouercome all 
«rhe obſtacles of this raging world, not by any proofe of 
* yengeance, bur by conſtant paticace,and inuinceable

« yertor all that was a uſt Pope: [ tell you mine opinion,

* becauſe he defiled another mans bed. Here is not co be 
** conlidered of goodand cuill chings according to the 
© deſerr of the polle(ſors,bur they are co be iudged accor-

© that Pope Gregory, who endured ſo many roberics and 
© pillages of the Lougebeard;, cicher did or wror the like ; 
* Doe we reade any where,that any of the holy and wor- 
© thy Popes did cuer raxe vp Armes zo make a warre: no 
© ncuer 1n no place; grant then that the Lawes of the 
* cxuill Magiſtrate may-narrowly litr, pry, and determine 
* any certaine queſtion which ariſeth in che-Church : or 
«© elle determine and iudge of that which concernes not 
« the ludgement ſcate otthe cuill Magiſtrate, by an E- 
&« dit ofthe Councell, or an aiſembly ot Diuines: co the

Ambroſe, Auguſtme, and other Writers, who ſubic che

© Maxritis theſe words : 1 the wnworthy feruanc of 
& your pietie: and a little after he ſaith yer farther, To 
&* this end authoricie is giuen tome from heauen aboue 
&« allmen, that belong ro my Lords the Emperours tor 
&© pietic cauſe 3 When as the ſaid Mazritixs, would hauc 
that Pope Gregory ſhould publiſh'a law whach he had 
made : and this Pope adjudging the fameto be ynreafon- 
able, and oppoling the libertie of che Church: hethere- 
tore did nor blaſpheme againſt the Empire, bur was 0- 
bedient vnto the command of che Emperour his Maſter, 
not diſſembling to ſpeak h1s minde and oppinion of the 
Emperours Law : theſe are the Popes owne wordes: 
(© ] being ſubic& co auchoritie, haue ſent thele Lawes in- 
© ro ſeveral] quarters of rhe world, and becauſe they are 
* not agreeable toalmightic God, 1 haue conmunice- 
« red che ſame vnro che [lluftrouſe Lords, by amifhue of 
* my owne oppinion,ſo that I hane fully diſcharged my 
Ft qurie on both lides: ſhewing as I am bound obedience 
* ro the Empcrour : and not concealing wy opinion in 
& that which concerneth God. 

Here ought we to obſerue, how cunningly and crat- 
nly che Colledge of Cardinalls obſerue and aime at che 
example of the ancient holy Church,chietely in the time 
of Pope Gregory the 3: vnder which this lurketh, that 
this Pope Gregery was the very frit who durſt aſcribe & 
take vnto himielfe che right of the Empire 3 At what 
rime ( I pray you) lined this Pope? about the yeare 
2160.5 the antiquitie whereof they boaſt; I may al! rme 
with Tertwllian, ; ns this 1s noveltie ; what holinctle was 


there in thoſe dayes, when all mancr of fractions, cul! n- 
nings,frauds,deceites,and villanies had their full fwir ge: 
andto write much thereot would be to cangerovs, and 
be no honor ro Chriſtendome; Like as the Writer of 
thoſe exmes athrmeth in the dayesof the Emperor Henry 
the g. It 1s = well knowne vnto all men,what Cardi- 
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A Cerſure 
(alrhough Cardinall Bellarwine iudgeth that the ſame 
was written by a Lutheran z ) In-like maner,ir 15 alſo bur 
to well knowne by other Writers, who haue painted our 
in lively coloures this Pope Gregory euecn to the life, 
A certaine man named Orthemus Graciom, very much a- 
diſtedto the Romiſh Church, was the firſt publiſher 
thereof ina booke, wherein are contained very many re- 
markable obſcruations: out of the ations of this Po 
Gregory, the colledge of Cardinalls,in the 29. Articles do 
conclude the Popes authoritie, and not our of theſe ac- 
tiones onely, but alſo of other _ who haue delt'moſt 
rirannically with the Empire. One could allo hit the 
Cardinallsin the teeth, wich chat which Cardinall Beler- 
mine in his{econd Booke of the Popes of Remeſaith, in 
«the 25. Chap. ypon the 4. Argument, viz. That the 
« Chriſtian Emperours haue otrentimes beene Judges 
* of the Popes : whereunto very ſubrilly he interrech or 
« an{wereth; That theſe things haue beene done, bur 
* how well they haue done the ſame, and by whar right, 
* that they themſelues ſhall anſwer. 

Ir is indeed much co be wondred at, that the Clergic 
men are grown to that pafle, that they ſo ſtoutly atrempe 
that which all che world hath in abomination, and with 
ſuch polluted hands to lay hold vypon the moſt famous 
ſtate of the Empire, We obferne alſo how ſhameletle 
the Colledge of Cardinallsare,willing that we (from the 
euill luesand wicked a(tions of deceaſed Popes) ſhould 
conclude how great the authoritie of the Pope 1s : at leaft 
they neede nor to be ſo concumelions, x abs a- 
gainſt thoſe IN in former rxmes the Popes 
have acknowledged co be themſclucs ſeruants of the Em - 
perours z The Popeallo ought to haue in conſideration 
that he by meanes of the Empire hath obtained ſo great 
riches, andnow by the greatnetle of his power, - and all 
maner of {enſuallities, blinderh che cyes of many tempo- 
rall princes.

thinech ſo bright, how licele do they know or think whac 
will fall oue in che end ; he hath gor ſogrear reegſures 
from thoſe of the Empire, to the end that he wanting 
nothing, __ _ the berrer luſter ynto his religion : 
now abuſeth he rheſe gitrs, by driving the Empire 1ato a 
reat feare, He 1s enriched with earthly countries, to 
S end he ſhould enrich vs with the heanculy, and now 
they ſerue him to take away our earthly z He is enriched, 
to theend that by his religious care, we mighrliue in 
reater ſecuritie in the Empire : now he careth nor for 
ox alchough chere be trouble raiſed in che Empire, ſo 
he may liue braucly and laciuiouſly z This is the reward 
of peruerted liberalry : ſo that for many ages it hath bcen 
& yery truely ſaid : Religion brought forth riches, and the 
© Daughter hath deuoured che Mother. : 

You props and pillers of the Empire, (moſt Illuſtrious 
Emperour, Princes Ele(tors,Princes,and States) collerate 
no longer this triumph and pride of the RomiſhClergie: 
you ſee how boldly chey violate the lawes of che Em- 
pire, they limite your eftabliſhed law, and preferre vnto 
you that which they do bur chinke and invent: leauing 
vnto you the bare name of the —_— bur haue drawne 
the maieſtie thereof long agoe co themſiclues. 

What will this worke in che cnd, if you be contene 
any longer with patience to behold or looke ypon the 
ſame, neugr cthinke chat chey willonur ro incr-afe cheirs, 
and decreaſe yours ; Youthaue heard how they threaten 
you, and what they intend as enemies to pon__ : aud 
os know that the abominable deeds which the Popes 
1 


aue performed againſt the Emperours, doe terue them 


now tor very faire examples. 
Since then it 1s nor yet to late,take councell pronident- 


ly, that the Romiſh Cardinal)s in the end may be glad ro 
leaue their affronts,and their proud m_—_ may quaile, 
vndertake firme and ſubſtanriall courſes, that their dullo- 
lute and infolenc 4elire of dominion may be reſtrained 


and bridled: then ſhall che Maieſtic of che Expire be 
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
